Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication depicts a BDSM scenario in which a considerable amount of pain and suffering 
is inflicted on the submissive party. The publication extensively focuses on the infliction violence, 
cmelty, and distress, in the absence of reciprocity from the submissive party. It focuses 
extensively on the sadistic infliction of pain, and the suffering and distress of the submissive 
party, in a manner which is intended to sexually gratify the viewer. The publication may bring 
about harmful attitudinal shifts that include desensitising the viewer to real-life violence, in 
particular violence against women. These injuries to the public good are likely to occur regardless 
of the age of the viewer. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. A classification of objectionable is a reasonable 
and demonstrably justified limit on freedom of expression in this case because of the nature and 
likelihood of injury to public good from any availability of the DVD.
